There are no new positions be­ 
ing allowed, no general increase 
in salaries, no large am ounts for 
traveling expenses and no inno­ 
vations provided for. In most in­ 
stances the present salary scales 
and amounts for other expenses 
are being adopted. 
Some days 
ago the departm ent heads sub­ 
mitted their 
requests, 
whi-b 
were heft vy for the most part, 
and since then the 
Board 
of 
Control has been preparing the 
recommendations to the legisla­ 
ture. 
W here departm ent chiefs 
inquire what was done to their 
requisitions the board furnish­ 
es the data and in this way the 
fact has become known that no 
general increases have been al­ 
lowed. At present the board is 
working on the budgets for the 
educational 
institutions, 
and 
they are due for some material 
reductions 
as 
the 
money 
re­ 
quests were unusually large this 
year. 
A restoration of form er 
higher salaries was recom m end­ 
ed by nearly all 
of the state 
school heads. 
It is estimated 
that about $6,000,000 is needed 
for new buitoings at the various 
state institutions.
